1 (Currenlly Amended) A computer-implemented method for providing access to an 
account of a second party, comprising: 

receiving identification information associated with a first party that does not^contain an 
authenticator of the second party; 

based on the identification information, receiving account information that defines a right 
of the first part y to access account data associated with the account of the second party; and 

withnut receiving the authenticator of the second party and w ithout requiring the second 
party to access the account data at the same time, enabling the first party to acc'ess the account 
data based on the account information, without receiving the authenticator of th e peoond party, 
the enabling comprising displaying a Web page including information conesponding to the 
account data, the displayed Web page having an appearance that is substantially simiiarto an 
appearance of a Web page displayed when the second party accesses the account data.

3. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , further comprising storing the account 
information in a text file; 

wherein the enabling further comprises: 

receiving, from the first parly, a request to access the account data; 
receiving an mten-ogation into the text file from software that controls access to the 
account data; and 

enabling access to the account data if the software detemiines, based on the intenogation, 
that the first party is entitled to access the account data. 


4. (Previously presented) The method of claim 3, wherein the text file comprises an 
Inteniet cookie, the method further comprising, 

inputting, by the first party, the identification information on a Web page accessed by a 

Web brow^ser. 
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5. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
receiving information identifying the first party; 

receiving access informalion that corresponds to the information identifying the first 
party, the access information defining a right of the first party to access a program that controls 
access to the account data]| and 

providing access to the program based on the access information. 

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 5, wherein providing access further 
comprises providing access to the first party based on the access information and the account 
information. 

7. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the displayed Web page has an 
appearance that is identical to an appearance of a Web page displayed when the second paity 
accessesjhe account data. 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising changing a 
parameter associated with the account data. 

9. (Currently Amended) A method of providing a first party with access to an account of 
a second party, comprising: 

receiving identification information associated with the first party that does not contain 
an authenticator of the second party; 

using both the identification information and account information specifically associated 
with the account of the second parly to verify v e rifying that the first party is entitled to access 
account data associated with the account of the second party based on th e identification 
i nformation and account information that defines a right of the 'first party to acccGG thg account 
4ata; and 

providing the account information to a storage device associated with the first party for 
use in accessing the account data, 
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wherein the account information defines a right of the first party to access the account 
data and does not contain the authenticator of the second party. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 9, further comprising: 
receiving a request from the first party to access the account data; 

obtaining the account information from the storage device associated with the first party; 

and 

detemiining whether the first party is entitled to access the account data based on the 
account information. 


1 1 (Previously Presented) The method of claim 9, further comprising: 
receiving information identifying the first party; 

verifying that the first party is entitled to access a program that controls access to the 
account data based on the infonnation identifying the first party; and 

providing access infonnation to the storage device associated with the first party for use 
in accessing the program. 

1 2. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 1 , further comprising: 
receiving a request from the first party to access the program; 

obtaining the access infonnation from the storage device associated with the first party; 

and 

detemiining whether the first party is entitled to access the program based on the access 
infonnation and the account infonnation. 

1 3 (Curt-ently Ajnended) A computer program stored on a computer-readable medium 
for providing access to an account of a second party, the computer program comprising 
instructions that cause a computer to: 

receive identification infonnation associated with a first party that does not contain an 

authenticator of the second party; 
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based on the identification infonnation, receive account information that defines a right 
of the first party to access account data associated with the account of the second party; and 

wiihnnt receiving the authenticator of the second party and without requi ring the second 
party to access the account data at the same time, enable the first party to access the account data 
based on the account infoi^ation, without receiving the authontiootor of the oocond party, the 
instnictions to enable comprise instructions to display a Web page including information 
con-esponding to the accoum data, the displayed Web page having an appearance thai is 
substantially similar to an appearance of a Web page displayed when the second party accesses 
the account data.

15. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 1 3, further comprising 
instructions that cause the computer to: 

store the account information in a text file; 

receive a request from the first party to access the account data; 

receive an interrogation into the text file from software that controls access to the account 
data; and 

enable access to the account if the software determines, based on the interrogation, that 
the first party is entitled to access the account data. 

1 6. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 1 5, wherein : 

the first party inputs the identification infonnation on a Web page accessed by a Web 

browser; and 

the text file comprises an Internet cookie. 


17. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 13, further comprising 
instructions that cause the computer to: 

receive information identifying the first party; 
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receive access infonnalion that corresponds to the infomiation identifying the first party, 
the access information defining a right of the first party to access a second program that controls 
access to the account data; and 

provide access to the second program based on the account information. 

18. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 17, wherein instnictions that 
cause a computer to provide access further comprise instructions that cause at^omputerto 
provide access to the first parly based on the access information and the account information. 

1 9. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 1 3, wherein the displayed 
Web page has an appearance that is identical to an appearance of a Web page displayed when the 
second parly accesses the account data. 

20. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 1 3, further comprising 
instructions to cause the computer to change a parameter associated with the account data. 

21 . (Currently Amended) A computer program stored on a computer-readable medium 
for providing a first party with access to an account of a second party, the computer program 
comprising instnictions that cause a computer to: 

receive identification information associated with the first party that does not contain 
aulhenticator of the second parly; 

use both the identification information and account infomi ation specifically associated 
with the account of the second party to verify that the first parly is entitled to access account data 
associated with the account of the second parly baood on the identification infomiation m4 
account infomiation th o t dcfinco a right of the first party to acccGG the account data ; and 

provide the account information to a storage device associated with the first party for use 
in accessing the account data, 

wherein the account infonnation defines a right of the firs t party to access the account 
data and does not contain the aulhenticator of the second party. 
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22 (Previously presented) The computer program of claim 21 , further comprising 
instructions that cause the computer to: 

receive a request from the first party to access the account data; 

obtain the account information from the storage device associated with first party; and 

determine whether the first party is entitled to access the account data ba^d on the 
account information. 

23. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 21 , further comprising 
instructions that cause the computer to: 

receive information identifying the first party; 

verify that the first party is entitled to access second program that controls access to the 
account data based on the information identifying the first party; and 

provide access infonnation to the storage device associated with the first party for use in 
accessing the second program. 

24. (Previously presented) The computer program of claim 23, further comprising 
instructions that cause the computer to: 

receive a request fi-om the first party to access the second program; 
obtain the access infonnation from the storage device associated with the first party; and 
detemiine whether the first party is entitled to access the second program based on the . 
access infonnation and the account infonnation. 

25 (Currently Amended) An apparatus for providing access to an account of a second 

party, comprising: 

a memory which stores computer instructions; and 

a processor which executes the instructions to (i) receive identification infonnation 
associated with a first party that does not contain an authenticator of the second party,<ii) based 
on the identification infonnation, receive account infonnation that defines a right of the first 
party to access account data associated with the account of the second party, and <iii) without 
rpreivino the on ihenlicalor of the second party and wit hout requiring the second party to access 
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the account data at the same time, enable access to the account data based on the account 
information, \v 4 - thout rocciving the authcnticator of the oocond party, by displaying a Web page 
including information corresponding to the account data, the displayed Web page having an 
appearance that is substantially similar to an appearance of a Web page displayed when the 
second party accesses the actount data.

27. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 25, wherein the processor executes 
instructions to (i) store the account information in a text file, (ii) receive a request from the first 
party to access the account data, (iii) receive an interrogation into the text file from software that 
controls access to the account data, and (iv) receive access to the account data if the software 
determines, based on the interrogation, that the first party is entitled to access the account data. 

28. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 27, wherein: 

the first party inputs the identification information on a Web page accessed by a Web 

browser; and 

the text file comprises an Internet cookie. 


29. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 25, wherein: 
the processor executes instructions to (i) receive information identifying the first party, (ii) 
receive access information that corresponds to the information identifying the first party, the 
access information defining a right of the first party to access a program that controls access to 
the account data, and (iii) provide access to the program based on the access information. 


30. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 29, wherein the processor is further 
configured to provide access to the first party based on the access infomiation and the account 
information. 
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3 1 (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 25, wherein the displayed Web page 
has an appearance that is identical to an appearance of a Web page displayed when the second 
party accesses the account data. 

32. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 25, further comprising changing a 
parameter associated with the account data. 

33. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for providing a first party with access to an 
account of a second party, comprising: 

a memory which stores computer instructions; and 

a processor which executes the instructions to (i) receive identification information 
associated with the first party that does not contain an authenticator of the^econd party, (ii) use 
both the idpniification information and account information specific ally associated with the 
account of ti^f- j^econd party to verify that the first party is entitled to access account data 
associated with the account of the second party based on the identification information an d 
account informni?^^ ^^^^^ Hnfinnn n rinhi of the first party to accecG the account data , and .(iii) 
provide the account information to a storage device associated with the first party for use in 
accessing the account data, 

wherein the account infomiation defines a right of the firs t party to access the account 
data and does not contain the authenticator of the second party. 

34. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 33, wherein the processor ^x^utes 
instructions to (i) receive a request from the first party to access the account data, 1(ii) obtain the 
account infonnation from the storage device associated with the first party, and^iii) determine 
whether the first party is entitled to access the account data based on the account information. 


35. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 33, wherein the processor executes 
mstructions to (i) receive infonnation identifying the first party, (ii) verify that the first party is 
entitled to access a program that controls access to the account data based on the information 
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identifying the first party, and (iii) provide access information to the storage device associated 
with the first party for use in accessing the program, 

36. (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 35, wherein the processor executes 
instructions to (i) receive ^ Request from the first party to access the program, (ii) obtain the 
access information from the storage device associated with the first party, and (iii) detemiine 
whether the first party is entitled to access the program based on the access information and the 
account information. 

37. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the account of the second 
party is accessed over an intranet using a hypertext transport protocol. 

38. (Previously Presented) The computer program of claim 13, wherein the account of the 
second party is accessed over an intranet using a hypertext transport protocol. 

39 (Previously Presented) The apparatus of claim 25, wherein the account of the second 
party is accessed over an intranet using a hypertext transport protocol. 

40. (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method for providing access to an 
account of a second party, comprising: 

receiving identification information associated with a first party that does not contain an 
authenticator of the second party; 

based on the identification information, providing account information that defines a right 
of the first party to access account data associated with the account of the second party; and 

without receiving the authenticator of the second part y and without requiring the second 
partv to access tji^ account data at the same time, permitting access to the account data by the 
first party based on the account information, without rocoiving tho authenticator of the second 
party, the permitting comprising displaying a Web page including infonnation conesponding to 
the account data, the displayed Web page having an appearance that is substantially similar to an 
appearance of a Web page displayed when the second party accesses the account data. 
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41 . (Currently Amended) A computer program stored on a computer-readable medium 
for providing access to an account of a second party, the computer program comprising 
instructions that cause a computer to: 

receive identification information associated with a first party that does not contain an 
authenticator of the second party; 

based on the identification information, provide account information that defines a right 
of the first party to access account data associated with the account of the second party; and 

without rf ceiving the authenticator of the second party and wit hout requiring the second 
party to access the account data at the same time, permit access to the account data by the first 
party based on the account information, without rec e iving the authenticator of tho socond party, 
the instructions to permit comprising instructions to display a Web page including infomiation 
corresponding to the account data, the displayed Web page having an appearance that is 
substantially similar to an appearance of a Web page displayed when the second party accesses 
the account data. 

42. (Currently Amended) An apparatus for providing access to an account of a second 

party, comprising: 

a memory which stores computer instructions; and 

a processor which executes the instructions to (i) receive identification infonnation ^ 
associated with a first party that does not contain an authenticator of the second party, (ii) based 
on the identification information, provide account information that defines a right of the first 
party to access account data associated with the account of the second party, and (iii) without 
receiving the authenticator of the second party and without rea uirin2 the second nartv to access 
the account data .ai the same time, permit access to the account data by the first party based on 
the account information, without rocoiving tho authenticator of tho oocond party, by displaying a 
Web paee including information corresponding to the account data, the displayed Web page 
having an appearance that is substantially similar to an appearance of a Web page displayed 
when the second party accesses the account data. 
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43. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the authenticator is a 
password. 

44. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the account comprises one or 
more of the following: a l|eti^ement account, an investment account, and a benefits account. 

45. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
determining whether a predetermined time of inactivity has been exceeded, and if so, 

denying the first party access to the account data. 

46. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the enabling further 
comprises: 

maintaining session information that tracks activities of the first party during a session. 

47. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein the displaying further 
comprises: 

displaying indicia to visually indicate that the first party is accessing an account of 
another. 

48. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 , wherein the enabling fuilher 
comprises: 

restricting an ability of the first party to modify the account data. 

49. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 9, wherein the account comprises one or 
more of the following: a retirement account, an investment account, and a benefits account. 

50. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, further comprising: 

based on the determination, displaying a Web page including information conesponding 
to the account data, the displayed Web page having an appearance that is substantially similar to 
an appearance of a Web page displayed when the second party accesses the account data. 
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5 1 (Previously Presented) The method of claim 50, further comprising 
determining whether a predetennined time of inactivity has been exceeded, and if so, 
denying the first party access to the account data. 

52. (Previously Pr^s^nted) The method of claim 50, further comprising: 
maintaining session information that tracks activities of the first party during a-session. 

53. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 50, wherein the displaying further 
comprises: 

displaying indicia to visually indicate that the first party is accessing an account of 
another. 


54. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 50, further comprising: 
restricting an ability of the first party to modify the account data.
